San Jose Gays Mobilize, Win Case 


by Art James 

The San Jose Vice 
Squad's campaign of in¬ 
timidation/harassment di¬ 
rected at the Gay com¬ 
munity has resulted in an 
unprecedented unity 

among peninsula Gay 

? roups ana a common de- 
ermination to end this 
reckless assault on civil 
liberties. 

At a recent general 
meeting of San Jose's 
Lambda Ass'n, with repre¬ 
sentatives of several 
other organizations in at¬ 
tendance, it was unani¬ 
mously agreed to form a 
coalition to deal with this 
issue on a basis of total 
Gay community involve¬ 
ment. 

A Legal Defense Com¬ 
mittee was established. A 
Community Defense Fund 
was set up to be financed 
by private contributions 
and the participating Gay 
organizations. 

Several prominent at¬ 
torneys currently handling 
entrapment cases have of¬ 
fered to form a legal 


g anel to represent fhe 
ray community of San 
Jose in filing a class ac¬ 
tion suit against the city, 
charging harassment of 
the Gay minority, with 
specific violations of civil 
and human rights. 

Strategy meetings are 
now underway between 
the Board of Directors of 
Lambda Ass'n and legal 
counsel to develop strat¬ 
egy that will include civil 
suits, public exposure of 
police entrapment/harass¬ 
ment tactics, and political 
redress within the straight 
community to DEMAND 
an investigation. 

In addition, court rec¬ 
ords are being researched 
by Lambda volunteers; 
Vice Squad arrest statis¬ 
tics are being monitored, 
and the details of recent 
647(a) arrest tactics are 
being documented, with 
the help of the arrestees 
and their attorneys. 

Another development of 
the police harassment was 
evidenced by the "diffi¬ 
culties" Lambda Ass'n is 
encountering with its per¬ 


mit application for the 
scheduled June 25 "Gay 
Freedom Day Rally and 
Parade" to be held in 
downtown San Jose. 
Preparations have been 
made for the possibility of 
legal action in this matter 
should it become 
necessary. 

San Jose Gays have 
learned from a reliable 
inside source that plans 
are afoot between the 
Vice Unit and the D.A.'s 
office to expand harass¬ 
ment to other areas of the 
Gay community. 

VICE CHIEF DENIES EN- = 
TRAPMENT 

Meanwhile, Sgt. Louis 
Hernandez of the Vice 
Unit has denied that en¬ 
trapment techniques are 
used in making solicita¬ 
tion' arrests. ... We do 
not use entrapment tac¬ 
tics. . the sergeant told 
KPFA reporter Bill Hart¬ 
man in a recent interview. 
"The police department 
'does' assign undercover 
lawmen to make them¬ 


selves available for ap- 

E roaches by others," but 
e insisted that "‘officers 
". . . do not . . ." approach 
people on their own initi¬ 
ative. He conceded that 
police ". . . occasionally 
. . ." tape record conver¬ 
sations. 

In spite of Sgt. Her¬ 
nandez* choice of ."occa¬ 
sional," most of the en¬ 
trapment victims had 
their private conversa¬ 
tions taped unknowingly 
by undercover "lawmen* 
with an intent to make an 
arrest after soliciting a 
sexual conversation from 
the victim. 

Another Vice Squad 
procedure which virtually 
ALL the victims experi¬ 
enced was that Polaroid 


photos were taken by the 
arresting vice officers. 
Yet in a brief interview 
with Officer Mitchell of 
the San Jose Police Infor¬ 
mation Center, this re¬ 
porter was advised that 
only "two" photos are 
taken of the arrestee in 
the standard booking pro¬ 
cedure, which also in¬ 
cludes fingerprinting. 

Mitchell stated, 

These two photos consist 
of a front and a side 
profile, for filing purposes 
. . ." It has been sug- 

§ ested by legal counsel 
tiat the extra polaroid 
photos being taken by the 
vice officers could be 
used later to single out 
specific victims for intim¬ 
idation.

San Jose Vice Squad Tactics 
—Who Cares? 

The SAN FRANCISCO CHRONICLE wondered 
aloud in an editorial last week wherefore and how 
come the SFPD had a special detention room in the 
basement of the Hilton Hotel. The editorial 
followed a story of a woman being beaten trying to 
get out of a car (a police car it turned out). A man 
who came to her aid (thinking she was being mugged) 
ending in his own arrest and a broken jaw. 

We wonder if the establishment press in San 
Jpse would be similarly disturbed to learn that the 
Vice Squad, coming under increased fire for its 
entrapment techniques, keeps a motel room in South 
San Jose where it has taken its victims in vice 
arrests. Where some sort of pre-interrogation, pre¬ 
booking "procedures" take place. The TraveLodge 
Motel on South 2nd Street. 

We also wonder if the San Jose media would be 
as concerned that those arrested by undercover vice 
cops are first photographed with a polaroid camera 
(usually four photos) before or while being booked. 
The usual mug shots are taken later at the police 
station. We wonder if the Vice Squad has been 
directed to keep separate files on their victims. 

It seems to us that one of the media's responsi¬ 
bilities (particularly the press) is to play watchdog 
on abridgments of citizens' civil rights. We com¬ 
mend the SF CHRONICLE in its vigilance over 
highly unusual procedures. Isn't it about time the 
SAN JOSE MERCURY began to look into its own 
Police Department. And we're also talking about 
doctored tapes, "most peculiar" alterations in arrest 
records. 

For no lesser offenses a President of the United 
States was driven from office. Are obstruction of 
justice and questionable police tactics any less 
serious at the local level them at the national level? 
We ask you, SAN JOSE MERCURY, where is your 
Woodward & Bernstein? 

Or is there kind of a San Jose executive 
privilege and a "local" security that overrides our 
constitutional rights? We also doubt the answers 
will come from the San Jose Police officials.

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Entrapment 
Victim Found 
Innocent In S.J. 
Court 

by Art James 

On the morning of 
April 7, one of the 
hundred-plus 647 (a) vic¬ 
tims in the current ram¬ 
page of entrapment/har¬ 
assment going on in this 
city, went to trial. 

In what may become a 
landmark decision, the 
Hon. Robert Beresiord of 
the San Jose Municipal 
Court found the defendant 
innocent of the charges 
filed by the 'undercover' 
arresting officer - a ruling 
which displeased the 


homophobes responsible 
for the on-going Vice 
Squad harassment of the 
Gay community. 

According to the de¬ 
fendant, the outcome of 
the case was decided on 
two major details. 
Through cross examina¬ 
tion oi the arresting offi¬ 
cer, it was determined 
that the officer had lin¬ 
gered in the vicinity of 
the defendant's parked 
auto, approached the car 
without invitation, initi¬ 
ated the conversation, 
then voluntarily entered 
the defendant's vehicle. 
A series of events which 
the court viewed as 
"solicitation" by the offi¬ 
cer - NOT the defendant. 

More importantly, the 
court held that when the 
zealous officer got into 
the victim's car under the 
above circumstances, he 


did so as a "consenting 
adult" in a PRIVATE 
place. This interpretation 
of the automobile as a 
"private place" is critical 
in relation to the wording 
of the 647(a) penal code 
which states that, ". . . 
one who solicits anyone to 
engage in or who engages 
in lewd or dissolute con¬ 
duct in any public place, 
or a place open to public 
view . . is guilty of 
disorderly conduct, a mis¬ 
demeanor. 

This pattern, where the 
arresting officer singles 
out his intended victim 
then makes the approach 
in an alluring manner, is 
TYPICAL of the many San 
Jose entrapment cases. 

The verdict in this case 
is encouraging, but it does 
not assure that future 
cases brought before a 
different judge will have

the same result. The case 
did not set a precedent, 
but those with trials pend¬ 
ing under 647(a) can refer 
to the legal interpreta¬ 
tions of this case as part 
of their defense. 

The Gay community of 
San Jose is particularly 
gratified that the victim 
chose to defend his rights 
rather than plead guilty as 
he had originally intended.

NGTF Gets

NEW YORK - The Nation- 
al Gay Task Force has 
launched a major cam¬ 
paign to assist the Gay 
community in Dade Coun¬ 
ty, Florida, by enlisting 
support from a wide vari¬ 
ety of national organiza¬ 
tions in the form of let¬ 
ters or telegrams to the 
members of the Metro¬ 
politan Dade County 
Commission and releases 
to the press. 

As a result of this ef¬ 
fort to date, the National 
Council of Churches, the 
American Psychiatric 
Ass'n and the National 


Organization for Women 
have written to the Com¬ 
missioners and have issued 
press releases aimed pri¬ 
marily at the Miami 
papers and the national 
wire services. Albert 
Shanker, president of the 
American Federation of 
Teachers, is presently 
drafting a letter and re¬ 
lease and is expected to 
issue them this week. 

Dr. Robert Gibson, 
president of the American 
Psychiatric Ass'n, wired 
the Dade County Commis¬ 
sioners, making specific 
reference to teachers and 
quoting the APA's strong 
stand in favor of Gay- 
rights legislation as a step 
forward in the struggle 
for mental health. And 
NOW president Karen 
DeCrow reiterated that 
organization's steadfast 
concern for the rights of 


all people to be free from 
that sort of ordinance. 
The letters also addressed 
the question of repealing 
the ordinance to save the 
cost of a referendum and 
criticized those who 
would put money above 
human rights. 

NGTF Co-Executive 
Directors Jean O'Leary 
and Bruce Voeller have 
pledged themselves to 
continue and expand their 
policy of close consulta¬ 
tion and cooperation with 
the Gay-rights leaders in 
Miami. Both visited 
Miami twice in the past 
several months, and Dr. 
Voeller returned for fur¬ 
ther consultations in 
April. 

In addition, NGTF has 
been working hard to in¬

SF Telephone- 
Recording Poll 

OVERWHEMLINGLY 
SUPPORTS GAYS 


Responding to a classi¬ 
fied advertisement urging 
readers to "Talk to Bionic 
Voice," an estimated 900 
persons were interviewed 
by a sophisticated 
telephone-recording sys¬ 
tem. The automated 
interviews lasted one 
short week. Killed by 
adverse publicity. 

The recording greeted 
the callers and then asked 
questions ranging from 
city government to drug 
addiction. Two questions 
related to Gay people: 
"Did you know that more 
than 25% of the white, 
single male population of 
San Francisco is homo¬ 
sexual?" and "How do you 
feel about homosexual 
teachers in the high 
schools?" 

Said Jeremy Ets-Hokin, 
the man behind the ven¬ 
ture, "All I wanted to 
know was the feeling 
toward homosexuals in the 
city. My own feeling is 
that they are human be¬ 
ings and entitled to do 
whatever they want. 
There's no reason they 
shouldn't teach in the 
schools." 

He said callers to the 
Bionic Voice agreed, as 
91% said they have no 
objection to Gay teachers 
at any level. 


Transsexual Bill 
Update 

SACRAMENTO - The 
State Assembly voted 41 
to 30 to allow transsexu¬ 
als to be issued new birth 
certificates reflecting 
their gender change. 

The bill, sponsored by 
San Franciscan Willie 
Brown and supported by 
both Assemblyman Art 
Agnos (D., S.F.) and the 
Brown administration, 
now faces stiffer opposi¬ 


tion in the State Senate 
(traditionally more reti¬ 
cent in liberalizing sex 
laws). 

According to observers, 
the debate was low key in 
contrast to the heated 

f jassions spurred by sex 
aws in previous sessions. 
The bill would allow a 
transsexual, for a $5 fee 
and a letter from a doctor 
attesting to a sex change, 
to be issued a new birth 
certificate indistinguish¬ 
able from the original. A 
name change could also be 
secured on the new docu¬ 
ment if the court ap¬ 
proved. 

Said Agnos, "This is 
nothing new and mysteri¬ 
ous. It just allows people 
the dignity that other 
government agencies al¬ 
ready give them." - i.e.

There is 
no known record of any 
California case where a 
non-heterosexual couple 
has sought a license under 
this law. 

Nevertheless, couples 
who have a state sanc¬ 
tioned marriage receive 
benefits that other 
couples do not have such 
as inheritance rights, tax 
breaks, certain types of 
unemployment benefits, a 
psychological recognition 
for the individuals as well 
as a recognition for spe¬ 
cial benefits in the pri¬ 
vate sector. 

This bill was heard in 
the Assembly Judiciary 
Committee on April 14.

Since that time, 38 other American 
municipalities and Toronto have adopted similar 
protections or passed Gay civil rights laws.

Iowa City 
Gay Rights 

Some months ago the 
Human Relations Com¬ 
mission of Iowa City 
began revisions of that 
city's human rights laws. 
The seven member com¬ 
mission has held several 
meetings with the city 
council to work out a pro¬ 
posed amendment that 
would change the law to 
cover Gay civil rights for 
the first time. 

On March 21 the com¬ 
mission met with the 
council members in a pub¬ 
lic meeting and after be¬ 
ing urged by several city 
council members, the 
commission voted 5 to 2 
to delete certain sections 


forbidding discrimination 
because of "affectional 
preference" in private 
housing. However, the 
sections of the proposed 
amendment forbidding 
discrimination in employ¬ 
ment and public accom¬ 
modations because of "af¬ 
fectional preference" 
remain. Thus, the first 
public "reading" of the 
amendment has now been 
accomplished. 

Three more public 
"readings" at weekly 
intervals are required be¬ 
fore the city council 
votes. 

In an interview, the 
director of the Catholic 
Student Center of the 
University of Iowa stated 
that although at least one 
councilperson is unhappy 
about the deletion of 
rights in the private

Loose Woman Bites The Dust 
In Southern California

BEVERLY SILLS as Violetta may look pretty happy but within three 
hours, Paris' famous courtesan will croak from too much booze and 
carrying on. Sometimes decadence takes a pretty heavy toll, but at least 
here it is done with Verdi's beautiful music. 


For Palm Sunday, I flew 
to San Diego with 
Stephen, my pet bombast, 
at my side. Luckily there 
was pre-flight seat selec¬ 
tion so we didn’t have to 
go through the usual scene 
of Stephen tossing some 
little old lady into the 
aisle so he could get a 
good window seat. 

The occasion was the 
closing performance of 
the San Diego Opera sea¬ 
son, Verdi's LA TRAVI¬ 
ATA starring Beverly 
Sills. In all fairness, if 
you want three and a half 
hours of teary-eyed audi¬ 
ences being treated to 
beautiful music, there is 
no better way than to 
watch "Bubbles" die of 
consumption at a matinee. 

This production of 
TRAVIATA is the same 
one that was seen on PBS 
television last fall after 
being videotaped at Wolf 
Trap. Physically it is a 
sumptuous production, 
which, coupled with the 
sensitive direction by Tito 
Capobianco and Ms. Sills' 

P ersuasive acting, set a 
one to the performance 
that is rarely achieved. 
TRAVIATA is, of course, 
the story of Camille, the 
famous courtesan, who 
coughs her way to death 
during the course of true 
love and an evening's 
opera. Too often we see 
sopranos who are either 
far too healthy to be be¬ 
lievable, or who are, for 
technical reasons, concen¬ 
trating on the athletic 
demands of making it 


through the evening. 
Verdi's Violetta is to a 
soprano what cross-coun¬ 
try is to a runner. It tests 
you under every terrain, 
and if you can make it 
through the role in one 
piece, you can be pretty 
proud of your work. 

However, when a so- 

§ rano can bring such ten- 
erness, understanding, 
and clarity to a role as 
Sills does, it is an artistic 
achievement. Considering 
that she has sung the role 
of Violetta several hund¬ 
red times, the freshness 
and intensity of her char¬ 
acterization are remark¬ 
able. 

This is the first produc¬ 
tion of TRAVIATA I have 
ever seen where certain 
important points were 
brought out clearly but 
with great delicacy: that 
Violetta is truly the 
sadder-but-wiser girl in 
her crowd, and that no 
matter how many friends 
and lovers surround her. 
she is always alone, ana 
well aware of that fact. 
The pacing is important in 
the first act particularly, 
where Violetta has just 
recovered from a long ill¬ 
ness, and although a bit 
tipsy, her weakness and 
her boredom with life 
leave her less rowdy than 
her friends. When Alfredo 
expresses his love to her, 
Sills manages to project a 
poignant wonder, as if 
saying, "I've been to just 
too many of these parties, 
and there's still some nice 
young man trying to hit on 
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me!If" And by avoiding 
many of the climactic 
operatic gestures general¬ 
ly employed, Sills man¬ 
ages to achieve a continu¬ 
ity of character through¬ 
out the evening. Thus she 
brings out the far more 
sensitive and introspec¬ 
tive nature of Violetta. 

Vocally the perform¬ 
ance was beautiful, most 
touching in the final death 
scene, where Violetta is 
again alone in a cavernous 
bedroom, and everyone 
else seems to have gotten 
wise far too late. A 
pleasant surprise was the 
compassionate singing of 
Ryan Edwards in tne role 
of Giorgio Germont, 
Alfredo's father, who de¬ 
mands that Violetta sacri¬ 
fice her happiness with 
Alfredo to save his fam¬ 
ily's reputation. 

As Alfredo, William 
McDonald sang very well, 
but was too detached for 
a young man having a hot 
love affair. He tended to 
play to the audience said 
appeared uncomfortable 
interacting with the rest 
of the cast. Whatever 
warmth he may have 
lacked was easily made up 
for by the passion which 
flowed from Miss Sills and 
Ryan Edwards. 

An interesting side 
note: this is one of the 
few times I have seen Sills 
perform with two men 
who are both taller than 
she, and it made her 
Violetta more fragile. I 
once saw a performance 
of PURITANI where the 
tenor had been costumed 
in a huge feathered hat 
and Joan Crawford pumps 
but could barely manage 
an embrace higher than 
her shoulders. Good ten¬ 
ors are rare enough; tall 
ones are almost a miracle 
these days. 

* * * 

We spoke with Beverly 
backstage after the per¬ 
formance where she con¬ 
fessed that her afternoon 
concert in Golden Gate 
Park last fall was one of 
the most beautiful singing 
experiences in her career. 
In addition to performing 
in San Francisco this fall 
in PURITANI, she will be 
reviving MANON at the 
New York City Opera and 
will also sing two per¬ 
formances with them as 
Adele in FLEDERMAUS. 
For those who have not 
seen her as Manon, it 
should not be missed; this 
is one of the definitive 
performances in the Sills 
career. There is a good 
chance that NYC Opera 
will make this production 
available to California 
audiences on their Fall 
visit to Los Angeles. Any 
of vou planning a trip to 
Hollywierd around 

Thanksgiving ought to 
keep that in mind. 


Miss Sills also revealed 
that she had dropped plans 
of singing Lady Macbeth 
m San Diego in '78 but is 
very excited about the 
world premiere of an 
opera she will do there 
based on a play by Jean 
Cocteau. She promised it 
will be ''absolutely hair- 
raising." 

For those of you week¬ 
ending in San Diego, the 
Little America Westgate 
Hotel at 1055 2nd St. 
serves a fabulous Sunday 
brunch (right across the 
street from the Opera 
House). The lighting 
above the buffet tables 
sometimes plays strange 
tricks, though. I once saw 
a little lady fiendishly at¬ 
tacking a bathtub full of 
what looked like chopped 
liver which turned out to 
be chocolate mousse. 
Just remember, if you 
"pig out" on the brunch, 
you can always walk it off 
later at the San Diego 
Zoo. 

Recently, San Diego re¬ 
leased the lineup for their 
1977-78 opera season with 
six weeks of performances 
in the Fall and six weeks 
in the Spring. Opening 
night will be October Z, 
with Sills starring as THE 
MERRY WIDOW. Also in 
October will be Mozart's 
DON GIOVANNI, and 
Bizet's CARMEN. Those 
of you who took to Josella 
Ligi in San Francisco's 
ANDREA CHENIER two 
years ago will want to 
know that she is singing 
Micaela in CARMEN this 
year. 

The Spring season will 
feature Verdi's FAL- 
, STAFF, Puccini's MA- 
DAMA BUTTERFLY, and 
Prokofiev's THE LOVE 
FOR THREE ORANGES, a 
rarely performed but 
beautiful opera.
